WasurnaTon, April 21.—[Special.]—Mr 
Norwood today went before the senate com- 
mittee on public buildings and grounds in be- 
half of Savannah’s claim fora United States 
pourthoure and postoffice. He made a strong 
statement, showing the need for such a build- 
ing. The bill appropriating two hundred 

s ghousand dollars for this purpose has already 
passed the house and will undoubtedly pass the 
senate. The bill appropriating $150,000 for a 
government building at Augusta has passed 
the senate, and has been favorably reported by 
the house committee. Both Savannah and 
Augusta will be among the fortunate cities in 
this year’s distribution of public buildings. 

Mr. O, A. Mitchell, United States Marshal 
Nelms’s chief deputy, and Deputy Marshal 
McDonald arrived here today on their return 
from Albany, whither they have been to take 
W. A. Hall, of Bartow county, to serve two 
years for robbing the mails. 

Ex-Marshal Bryant and Mr. Mitchell spent 
the afternoon in the office of the comptroller 
of the treasury, arranging fora settlement 

About $4,500 is due 
them. After the accounts were explained by 
Bryant and Mitchell, the comptroller agreed 
to pay thirty-five hundred do)lars now, which 
isallthat is available out of the fund at his 
command.

LOOSE MANAGEMENT. 


Senator Call Wants the United States Courts 
to Carry Out Their Contract. 
WASHINGTON, April 21.—Mr. Call offered a 
reso.ution, which, on his motion, was referred 
to the judiciary committee,directing that com- 
mittee to inquire whether any legislation is 
necessary, and if so what, to require the 


_ United States courts, whenjthey take posses- 


sion of railroad property in any state to carry 
into effect the obligations of the charter of in- 
corporation granted by such state, and to pre- 
vent violations of the same by such courts and 
the officers thereof and the waste and wrong- 
ful appropriation of the assets and receipts of 
such corporations in the interest of indivyid- 
nals. 

In offering the resolution, Mr. Call referred 
to his recent speech on the Florida land 
grants, especially in connection with the Flor- 
ida railroad company, in which speech he had 
commented on the course pursued by the Uni- 
ted States court, and the conductof the re- 
ceiver appointed by the United States. Mr. 
Call now read a letter received by him from 
the receiver which stated that the information 
on which some of Mr. Call’s statements were 
founded was false and malicious. Mr. Call 

said he had no reason to suppose the receiver 
was not an honorable and truthful man, but 
he (Call) had received information, was 
equally honorable and,truthful, and if the 
facts were as stated, the judiciary committee 
should give the matter serious consideration. 
The senate took up and disposed of the pri- 
fate pension bills. By 3 o’clock, about 400. 


& f these bills had been passed, comprising all 


such bills on the calendar with the exception 
of a half dozen. 

A large number of bills of a private charac- 
ter were passed, among them one granting the 
city of Chattanooga, Tennessee, a strip of 
ground through the government reservation 
in that city for purpose of a public street. 
Also the joint resolution to pay Alice C. 
Underwocd, executrix, $5,000, for the time 
and services of the late John C. Underwood, 
of Virginia, in prosecuting his claim toa 
seat in the United States senate. After ex- 
ecutive session, the senate adjourned. 

CONFIRMATIONS. 

Among the confirmations made by the sen- 
ate today wéerethe nominations of William L. 
West, of New York, to be governor of Utah, 
by a vote of 45 to 15,and D.C. Bradley to be 
collector of internal revenue for South Caro- 
lina. The latter gave rise to considerable dis- 
cussion, Mr. Bradley being charged with 
moonshining predilections. Mr. Edmunds is 
said to have led the opposition to Bradley in 
person, but he had been favorably reported by 
the finance committee, and was confirmed—27 
to 16. 


THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


Calling for an Account of the Grain Crop— 
Reducing Harbor Appropriations, Etc. 
WASHINGTON, April 21.—Mr. Hatch, of 

Missouri, from the committee on agriculture, 

reported a resolution caliing on the commis- 

sioner of agriculture for information as to the 
amount of wheat and corn on hand in this 
country; whereit is located; the number of 
acres of winter and spring wheat now in the 
iprou nd, the amount likely to be required for 

mportation, and other information on the sub- 
ject. Adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Markham, of California, 
the appropriation for the survey of San Fran- 
cisco harbor, San Pueblo bay, Suisan bay, and 
the mouths of San Joaquin and Sacramento 
rivers was reduced from $30,000 to $11,000. 
This was done in accordance with the recom- 
mendation of the supplementary report of the 
chief of engineers. 

Any number of amendments were offered for 
the increase of existing items or the insertion 
of new ones, but no others of the California 
kind. All were unsuccessful. 

In the morning hour the house resumed con- 
sideration of the bill for the relief of the Ala- 
bama flood sufferers, and it was supported by 
Mr. Conner, of Illinois, who thought the house 
was justified, under precedent, through hu- 
manity in giving relief. 

Mr. Beach, of New York, while he was will- 
ing to put his hand in his own pocket for the 
relief of the Alabama sufferers, was not will- 
ingto indulge his sympathy or benevolence 
by putting his hands into the pockets of oth- 
ers. It was time that a sto 
this kind of legislation, and it was the demo- 
cratic party which should put a stop to it. 

The morning hour expired without action 
being taken on the bill, which resumes its 
place onfthe calendar. 

The house then went into committee of the 
ee on the river and harbor appropriation 

il). 

Mr. Negley, of Pennsylvania, raised a point 
of order against the clause of the bill which 
directs the secretary of war to negotiate for 
the purchase of the works of the Monongahela 
Navigation company or, in the exercise of 
discretion, to acquire them by condemnation 
or seizure. 

A long and somewhat heated debate over 
this clause followed. 

Finally that portion of the clause was 
stricken out which gives the secretary of war 
discretionary power to seize the works of the 
Navigation company. 

Pending further action the committee rose 
and the house, at 5:20, adjourned. =

TELEPHONE TALK. 


Sharp Words Between Mr. Ranney and the 
Chairman. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—The telephone in- 
vestigating committee resumed its labors this 
morning with the examination of D. Hum- 

hreys, of the Globe Telephone company of 
‘ew York. That gentleman said that while 
the Memphis suit was pending he had con- 
cluded that it would be wise for his company 
to join in the government suit, if there was no 
objection, and he had come to Washington and 
seen General Joe Johnston, and Messrs, Atkins 
and Bradley Johnson He had seen these gen- 
tlemen because he understood they were in 
the case.and he wished to learn if they had 
any objection to his filing a petition and join- 
ing the case. In September he called upon 
the attorney general, but Mr. Garland had 
cut him short and refused to hear him. 
He had told him that he did not 
come to see Garland, but to see the attorney- 
general; that he must not consider himself 
individually but asthe attorney-general. He 
told me positively that he would have nothing 
to do with it. I told him he must have some- 
thing todo with it; that I had no other re- 
course. But he still refused to say a word, I 
then asked him to whom I could go, to refer 
me to somebody, but he said he could not 
and would not refer me to anybody; that 
he was estopped from any action. 
I went there to get some 
expression of opinion, but I did not manage to 
doit. Finally I presented my petition te Mr. 
(;oode, and it was referred tothe interior de- 
partment. I wasconsiderably worked up. I 
thought he should have more nerve. How- 
ever, | went away feeling much more respect 
for Mr. Garland than I had before. 

Mr. Ranney objected to the character of evi- 
dence, but the chairman remarked that the 
testimony harmed no one. 

Witness remarked that Mr. Garland certain- 
ly convinced him that he was incorruptible. 

“Did you go there to corrupt him?” inquired 
Mr. Ranney. 

“I did not,” responded the witness. “I may 
have had suspicion regarding the reform pre- 
tensions of the democratic administration.” 

The Chairman—But you think better of it 
now? 

Witness—I found that some democrats were 
honest. 

Mr. Ranney (sarcastically)—Especially if 
they served your purpose. 

Witness—lI think if an honest man lives, it 
is General Garland; Mr, Lamar is another. 

A discussion arose over some documents be- 
fore the committee which, as it proceeded, be- 
came more and more personal and heated un- 
til the chairman remarked that he had dis- 
covered that the gentleman from Massachu- 
setts, (Ranney) had more interest in calling 
the chairman to order than he hadin ascer- 
taining the merits at issue. 

Mr. Ranney declared the chairman had im- 
peached his motives and demanded a retrac- 
tion. This was refusedand Mr. Ranney ris- 
ing to his feet declared the chairman’s state- 
ments false. 

The chairman replied that Mr. Ranney’s 
action was ungentlemanly. 

Finally the wrangle ended and the commit- 
the adjourned. 


ENGLISH POLITICS. 


Speeches and Letters for and Against the 
Gladstone Bill. 

LonpDon, April 21.--The marquis of Salis- 
bury, leader of the conservative party, in a 
letter published this afternoon, states that he 
is convinced thatthe nation will indignantly 
reject Mr. Gladstone’s ‘‘desperate scheme” for 
the government of Ireland. 

The Duke of Argyle in a speech at Glasgow 
today, admitted the sincerity of Mr. Glad- 
stone. He believed that the premier was mis- 
led tothe Parnellites when he seceded from 
the position assumed by him before the elec- 
tions. He strongly opposed the Gladstone pro- 
posals as embodied in the home rule and land 
purchase bills. It would be impossible, he 
said, to entrust the government of Ireland 
to a man whose object was separation. 
| Lord Spencer, speaking at a New Castle 
meeting today, said there were two ways to 
deal with the irish problem—coercion and con- 
cession. The former is a dangerous means by 
which to restore order. But what then? He 
combatted the accusation that Gladstone was 
banding the government of Ireland over to 
crime mongers. Judging from the evidence 
obtained during his term of office as lord 
lieutenant of Ireland he had not found that the 
supporters of the Parnell policy encouraged 
crime and conspiracy. The colleagues of Par- 
nell, he said, have real affection for their 
ability isundoubted. Taxpayers will incur no 
risk from the land scheme proposed by Mr. 
Gladstone. The great body of the Irish people 
co not want separation, knowing it to be im- 
possible, owing to the geographical position of 
Ireland and the ties of blood and 
social and business. relations’ existing 
hetween the people of Ireland and England, 
Mr. Gladstone’s proposals, he said, would 
strengthen the union between the two coun- 
tries. John Morley said he was prepared to 
accept reasonable modifications of the Irish 
bills. The retention of Irish representatives 
in the house of commons would weaken the 
parliament in Dublin and demoralize the par- 
liament at Westminster. 

Mr. Chamberlain, speaking at a meeting here 
this evening, said that Mr. Parnell would not 
regard as permanent any settlement of the 
Irish government which would not enable 
him to sever the last link between Ireland and 
England. No free people, worthy of the 
neme, would submit to such restrictions on 
their repressive authority as Mr. Gladstone 
proposed. As regards Mr. Gladstone’s altera- 
tion of the land purchase bill, the amount 
proposed by him owas. only a paper 
<stimate, it could not be doubted that at least 
£150,600,000 would be required. He (Cham- 
berlain) would sooner quit politics altogether 
than to pledge British credit for sucha sum 
and such a purpose. Irishmen ought to be al- 
lowed to attend Westminster and vote on all 
matters not specially remitted tothe parlia- 
ment at Dublin. He (Chamberlain) would 
enter no cave and join no coalition. He 
would support Mr. Gladstone all that he 
consistently could if the latter accepted the 
modifications which he (Chamberlain), sug- 
gested. He also said he would be glad to con- 
cede the Ulster separate assembly. Modifica- 
tions, he suggested, must not be left to a com- 
mittee, but the government ought to give a 


meeting unanimously indorsed Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s proposals. 


THE DILKE SCANDAL. 


The Queen’s Proctor to Reopen the Case— 
Witnesses Summoned. 

Lonpon, April 21.—The queen’s proctor, 
after testing the evidence in the divorce case 
of Crawford vs. Crawford and Dilke, has in- 
tervened, and the Crawford divorce case will 
be reopened. 

Subpeenas in so-called Crawford-Dilke case 
are being issued for many new witnesses, in- 
cluding Sir Charles Dilke’s Jate butler and 
footman, and if possible the attendance of the 
woman “Fanny” will be secured. Sensational 
evidence is expected. The queen’s proctor 
will apply for a new trial on May 4th. Mrs. 
Crawford will testify to prove her confession 
to her husband. Sir Charles Dilke will then 
swear a categorical denial. Sir Charles will 
be defended by Sir Henry James.

THE LABOR INQUEST. 


MR. M’DONALD BEFORE THE CON- 
GRESSIONAL COMMITTEE, 


The Strike Would Have Been Declared Off if Mr. 
Hoxie Had Obeyed Orders—Knows Nothing 
About Secret Instructions from Gould— 

Jay Gould the Next Witness. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—The second session 
of the labor investigating committee was held 
in the room of the heuse committee on elec- 
tions, a large, airy apartment, which was 
crowded to its utmost capacity by newspaper 
men, persons directly interested in the inquiry 
and spectators attracted thereto by a feeling 
of curiosity. The hour of meeting was fixed 
at 10:30, but it was nearly an hour later when 
the committee was called to order. 

William O. McDowell, rather an undersized 
gentleman, with a high forehead crowned with 
a suit of dark hair. and looking about the age 
of 38—which he stated he was—was sworn and 
examined. He stated he was a manufacturer 
of machinery. He wasalay member of the 
Knights of Labor, but held no official position. 

The Chairman—Without divulging any of 
your secrets, will yeu please state what are the 
objects of that organization? 

Witness—To elevate the members by help- 
ing them toeducate themselves, by helping 
them to save that which the average workman 
has wasted though bad habits. To lift him 
from the condition into which he has fallen 
through such habits and make him thereafter 
an employer instead of an employe. Toso edu- 
cate him by a comparison of ideas, and by dis- 
cussing questions that help to educate,that he is 
able todeal with and grasp subjects which 
affect not only himself, but hisemployer. That 
he may become better workman, command 
better wages and, by cooperating with his em- 
ployer, help him to such profits that he will be 
able to pay better wages. 

The Chairman—Are there any injunctions 
on the Knights of Labor under which the pub- 
lic could not know all that you state? 

Witness—I do not understand that there is 
anything in the rules of the organization which 
probibit any member from telling just the facts 
that have been brought out by your question. 

In response to a question by Mr. Crain, wit- 
pess made astatement covering all the details 
of the attempt to arbitrate between the Knights 
of Labor, represented by Mr. Powderly, and 
the Missouri Pacific, represented by Mr. Gould. 
He read letters which passed betweea these 


gentlemen on March 27 and which have al- 
ready been published. Witness not having a 


copy of one of the letters, General Swayne 


‘rose and said that as counsel for the railroad 


company he would be glad to supply a copy. 

Mr. Buchanan said that while he did not 
object to the admission of papers in the pos- 
session of anybody, he did not wish it to be 
understood that the committee had to take 
any action in regard to parties being present 
by counsel. 

The Charman—We have no counsel here. 

General Swayne apologized for having ad- 
dressed the committee in capacity of counsvl. 
He had thought it was an understood thing 
that the coungél was in attendance. 

Witness then proceeded with his statement. 
After the delivery of Mr. Powderly’s second 
letter to Mr. Gould, he saw Mr. Gould per- 
sonally, and that gentleman expressed a desire 
to meet Mr. Powderly and himself the follow- 
ing day. They met Mr. Gould on the follow- 
ing day at 11 o’clock, and were received in the 
parlor. Mr. Hopkins joined in the interview. 
Mr. Gould expressed himself strongly in favor 
of arbitrating the difficulties, and it seemed to 
witness that an agreement was sure to be 
reached. They met again in the evening, and 
Mr. Gould produced and read to Mr. Powderly, 
as the result of the morning conversation, a 
telegram he proposed to send to Mr. Hoxie. 
Mr. Gould read the telegram down to the words. 
“We see no objection to arbitrating any difti- 
culties between the employes and the company, 
past or future,” and then asked Mr. Powderly 
if it was satisfactory so far. Mr. Powderly 
answered in the affirmative. Mr. Gould said: 
‘Then let it end there.” Witness suggested 
that Mr. Gould shonld put the telegram into 
the form of a letter to Mr. Powderly, and Mr. 
Powderly agreed that if the gencral executive 
board approved of the rest of the letter, the 
men should be ordered back to work. After 
Mr. Powderly left Mr. Gould placed the letter 
in witness’ hand, with the understanding that 
if the order to go to work was issued, the order 
and letter were to be given to the press that 
night. The order was issued and it and the 
letter given to the press. He afterwards saw 
Mr.Gou!d and told him that Chairman O'Neill, 
of the house labor comniittee, had met the 
executive committee and the committee had a 
copy of the proposed arbitration bill. They 
discussed the bill together, the idea being that 
ifthe bill passed, arbitration could be had un- 
der the law, and if not passed, the bill would 
be the basis of arbitration. Towards the end 
of the interview, Mr. Gould received a tele- 
gram which seemed to disturb him and he said 
there was something wrong in St. Louis. Wit- 
ness said: “Don’t at that stage split hairs, 
Tell Mr. Hoxie, in taking the men back to 
work, to be blind.” Mr. Gould wished to see 
Powderly, but that gentleman could not go, 
and witness and Turner went to sce Mr. Gould 7 
with the question from Mr. Powderly: ‘Do 

I understand trom your personal letter of 
this date that your company refuses arbitra- 
tion, and must I so telegraph Martin Irons’” 

Mr. Gould was not in; and Mr. Hopkins 
answered by saying: ‘‘No, wedon’t; he is not 
so to understand that letter.”’ 

At this point there was a good deal of noise 
and confusion in the committee room, and the 
acting chairman cautioned the audience that 
any exhibition of feeling would result in 
having tne room cleared and the doors 
closed. 

Witness proceeded with the history of the 
negotiations for settlement, and read telé- 
grams which have already been published. 

Mr. Buchanan inquired whether in fact an 
order for the men to go to Work had been 
issued by the executive board as a result ofthe 
negotiations and correspondence. 

Witness replied that such an order had been 
issued on the evening of March 28th. The 
order was predicated, he said, on the corres- 
pondence and on the understanding that an 
actual solution had been arrived at. It was 
nct until noon of the next day that any sug- 
gestion of the misunderstanding had reached 
him. The ultimate result was that three 
members of the executive board went to St. 
Louis. Mr. Hayes could tell the committee 
what took place there. Witness was not pres- 
ent. Another attempt was made at New York 
to bring about a conclusion, to which the wit- 
bess was a party. He had met Cyrus W. Field, 

Mr. Crain—Who is he? Is he connected 
with the railroad company? 

Witness—I do not understand that he has 
any connection with the Missouri Pacific, but 
he is connected with Mr. Gould in a variety of 
investments. Mr. Field told me of the differ- 
ences Which had occurred with the employes 
ou the elevated roads in New York, and re- 
gretted that a settlement could not have been 
brought about as reasonably and quickly as on 
that occasion. I showed him a letter in that 
line which I had received from Mr. Powderly. 
He asked me to lend him the letter. He saw 
Mr. Gould, and reported to me that Mr. 
Gould had said that if he could see Mr: 
Powderly in person for half an hour 
he had no doubt, he could 
bring the matter to a quick conclusion. I 
started for Scranton, where Mr. Powderly was, 
and told him what Mr. Field had said, and 
asked him to go to New York with me the 
next murning. Mr. Powderly was sick and 
unable to go, and he authorized me to repre- 
sent him in attempting to reach a conclusion 


| 


He wrote and handed me a letter (reading one 
already published). I svent with it next mor- 
ning to Mr. Field’s house. He took it to Mr. 
Gould’s house, where there wasa conference. 
He came tome in the evening and told me 
Mr. Gould said that the strike was entirely 
over; that the only stmke which existed wa; 
at East St. Lonis, on railroads in which he 
had no interest, except the Wabash, and that 
was in the hands of the United States court, 
and could not be interfered with by the 
strikers Mr. Field was called away to 
Boston and bad to leave, after telling me what 
he did. I havo not seen him since. 

Mr. Craine.—Was the strike ended in fact? 

Witness.—I have felt that the most complete 
victory that Mr. Gould could have over the 
men would be the most complete failure to 
him; that the true outcome of this thing which 
would have been the result of arbitration would 
bave insured good will on both sides, and any 
settlement which did not bring that with it 
was a complete failure. 

Mr. Burns.— Have you sufficient evidence to 
enable you to state that the men on strike at 
St. Louis would have promptly obeyed the 
order tO resume work if Mr. Hoxie had com- 
oe the order sent to him by Mr. 
(Gould, 


Witness—I have not the slightest doubt of 


Mr. Burns—Have you any evidence tending 
to show any secret instructions from Mr. Gould 
to Mr. Hoxie inconsistent with his telegraphic 
—" embodied in his letter to Mr. Pow- 
derly. 

Witness—Nothing except the allusion in 
Mr. Powderly’s dispatch to a “letter of in- 
struction” and order issued on that line. 

The witness here read a circular No. 126, 
signed by Mr. Rockwell, directing that no 
foreman should be employed who was a 
Knight of Labor. 


Mr. Crain—What was the original cause of 
this strike? 

The witness in reply to this question made 
a long statement, involving the difference 
between the principle of payment by the day 
for work and by piece work, and quoted Mr. 
Gould as saying that by making a change of 
that sort in the Western Union telegraph com- 
pany he had effected a saving of 80 per cent, 
He added that the general cause of this atrike 
and of the recent strikes all over the country 
had been the successful strike 
on the horse car lines in New York last Feb- 
ruary. That had commanded such universal 
public sympathy that workmen, whenever 
they had grievance or wrong, joined together 
and made applications to form assemblies of 
Knights of Labor. This wasso general that 
the order had increased more in the month of 
February last than it had in the prior eight 
years. As an additional reason he alleged 
the universal system of watering railroad 
stock, which made it necessary for railroad 
managers to screw down the rates of labor 
as much as possible. 

Mr. Crain asked what remedy he could sug: 
gest for that? 

The witness replied that the remedy was to 
enforce the law. The laws of every state re- 
quired that dollar for dollar should be paid for 
railroad stock, but that provision of the law 
was evaded by railroad managers forming 
themselves into a credit mobilier or construc- 
tion company, and issuing to themselves $100 
of stock for every dollar or ten dollars of work 
He gave as an instance of that the recent con- 
struction of the West Shore railroad of New 
York. 

Mr. Buchanan asked whether witness had 
ever considered the question of over capitali- 
zation and the consequent necessity or desire 
of earning a dividend on such over capitaliza- 
tien, and whether that led to the cutting down 
of the wages of labor and an increase in the 
rates of transportation. 

Witness replied that he had, and that that 
was the national évil which resulted from 
over capitalization, Which was particularly ad- 
vantageous to the speculator. 

The Chairman—Your theory is that the ex- 
actions made on men employed on roads are 
caused by attempts to enablé the railroad com- 
panies to pay dividends on watered stock ? 

Vitness—That is the theory, and there is 
great irritation about it all over the country. 

Mr. Crain—-Is there no way in your organi- 
zation by which the action of a district assem- 
bly ordering a strike can be passed upon by 
the executive committee before the strike is 
permitted ? 

Witness—There is no law of organization on 
the sulject. This whole thing was unexpect- 
ed and unprepared for. The whole spirit of 
the organization is contrary to strikes, It is 
an cducational organwation. 

Mr. Crain—Do you not think (it has so struck 
me) that Mr. Gould himself was very fairly 
disposed towards your organization? 

Witness—That has beenmy full impression 
from what I sawofhim. My impression was 
that he wanted to be fair. It has always 
seemed tc me that Hoxie was on a high horse 
from which he was unwilling to come down,

possibly have Mr. Hoxieresign. But he turn- 
ed round and split hairs with the committee. 
He had agreed to arbitrate everything, past 
and future, but he would not take this special 
arbitration eut of Mr. Hoxie’s hands. 

Mr. Crain—You mean that Mr. Gould per- 
mitted himself to be controlied by Mr. 
Hoxie? 

Witness— That is the way it has appeared to 
me; still I can’tunderstand the letter of in- 
structions referred to by Mr. Hoxie. 

Mr. Crain—With the exception of that cir- 
cumstance, (which seems suspicious) your im- 
pression is that Mr. Hoxie is the responsible 
party for the continuance of the strike? 

Witness—Yes, sir. I never met him per- 
conally, but from talking with those who have 
met him, I am strongly inclined to that opin- 
ion. 

Mr. Buchanan—The statement has been 
made in the newspapers to the ‘effect that you 
and Mr. Gould were working this matter te- 
gether for the purpose of its effect on the stock 
market. I donot wish to‘humiliate you enough 
to ack you if that be true, but I simply men- 
tion the fact soas toallow you to make any 
explanation you desire. 

Witness—I never saw any statement to that 
effect. Inever had any acquaintance with 
3 Gould tillI met him in connection with 
this matter, I have never bought or sold a 
share of stock on margin. There is not a word 
of possible truth in the suggestion. 

Witness said he knew nothing of the strike 
till it actually occurred. His first knowledge 
cf it was gained from the newspapers. He 
expressed an opinion that the pooling system 
had nothing to do withit. ‘The most econom- 
ical management is that which necessitates 
the least expenditure. The general theory as 
to building new lines of railroad, causing com- 
petition and reducing rates, is a grand mis- 
take. Business should be done with the least 
possible investment, not only of labor but of 
capital, and until the possibilities ef a single 
railioad are exhausted, a second line should 
not be built. But there is a need of something 
in the way of government supervision of rail- 
roads, by means of which benefits resulting 
from non-competition shall not inure 
alone to the railroad company, 
but to the whole people. Take, for instance, 
two cities like Buffalo and New York. The 
New York Central had a line of railroad be- 
tween those two cities, and had a monopoly of 
business. It cost the company 60 per cent, to 
operate the road, leaving 40 per cent of net 
earnings. Another line was built alongside, 
and there you havegot 100 per cent of busi- 
ness, and you have got two 60 per cents of ex- 
penses. If the thing could be regulated so 
that one road should do the business, it would 
get not only a fair return for its capital, but 
it would be enabled to give lower rates of traf- 
ic and better wages to its employes. 

Mr. Burns—There being already two rail- 
roads built and being operated, is it better for

those lines, or that there should be a pooling 
of their earnings. 

Witness—It would be better that all business 
should be done on one road at the minimum 
of cost and that the benefits of it should go, 
not alone to owners of the road, but to the 
country at large. In other words, you must 
not double the expenses in orderto get econo- 


my. 

Mr. Burns—Would you then suggest the 
abandonment of one line of road and the con- 
centration of all business on theother? 

Witnees—I certainly should. 

Burns—That would reduce the number of 
employes one half. : 

Witness— Yes, it would; but they would im- 
mediately find employment in other walks of 
life, where they would not be living by a tax 
on the country. I don’t think there is a rail- 
road in America which has been pressed half 
its carrying capacity. 

Mr. Parker—Does not the trouble arise part- 
ly from competition of laborers? Is not that 
one of the bottom sources of -all this trouble. 

Witness—No. You will find that the great 
difficulty has not been a demand for the in- 
crease of wages. 

Mr. Parker—But is not the source of dis- 
turbances largely because of so much compe- 
tition in Jabor? If you remove the compe- 
tition of labor in these distarbed regions, does 
not that put an end almost to the possibility of 
strikes?’ 

Witness—As you put it, it does. 

Mr. Parker—Is not one ofthe great causes 
of trouble the competition of labor, an excess 
of men and the deficiency of work? Men who 
bave been brought in from other countries and 
are increasing in numbers in their own coun- 
try? 

‘Witness—There is a great deal in that. 

Mr. Parker—I would like to hear your views 
as to an adjustment of this competition in labor’ 

Witness—The subject is a very broad one, 
and it is one which has been a subject of dis- 
cussion since these troubles began. One of 
the best suggestions that has been made to me 
on the subject I would like to repeat. It is 
that a conference should take place between 
representative men from labor organizations 
and representative men from trade organiza- 
tions; that they should meet and thoroughly 
discuss the whole subject. As to this con- 
test between capital and labor, I look on 
them as being necessarily partners as much so 
as man and wife. Such a discussion as that 
would be approached by railroad men in a 
different spirit from that which they would 
manifest in a discussion with insubordinate 
brakemen. In this way there would be gath- 
ered all the wisdom of all the men who had 
been thinking over the subject. i do not feel 
that I have had enough experience to be able 
to recapitulate the results of sucha confer- 
ence, 

Mr. Parker--Is it desirable to continue the 
importation of labor from other countries, 
Not pauper labor’? 

Witness—It would be pretty hard on labor- 
ing men to put a tariff upon competitive labor. 
I would like to think a little on that subject. 

The Chairman—I will put the question in 
apother form. Do youthink that the time 
bas arrived when this country will be com- 
pelled to say who may come to it and whomay 
not come? 

Witness—It does seem to methat our ca- 
pacity to absorb Christendom is somewhat 
strongly taxed. 

Mr. Buchanan--We are trouble as much by 
pagandom as by Christendom. 

This closed McDowell’s examination. 

MR. POWDERLY RECALLED. 

Mr. Powderly was recalled to the stand, and 
in reply to questions by the chairman stated 
that he was a machinist by trade, and that he

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HENNEPIN AND EADS. 


BOTH DOOMED TO DEFEAT BY 
CONGRESS. 


The Prospective Failure of Two Gigantic Schemes— 
Georgia Congreesmen Opposed to Both—Attor- 
ney General Gariand Before the Com mit- 
tee — Mrs. Hancock’s Prospects. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—{Special.]—The de- 
cided refusal of the house to set a day for the 
cousideration of the Hennepin canal bill, seals 
the fate of that illustrious scheme in this 
COD gTESsS. 

Mr. Turner, of Georgia, had the honor of 
leading the attack which proved fatal to it in 
the last congress. The Georgia delegation was 
unanimous in opposition to it then and is so 
still. The time is not ripe for Hennepin, 

Another pleasant spectacle is the languish- 
ing con ition of the Eads ship railway scheme 
which asks the United States to guarantee ts 
the extent of $37,500,000, an impracticable ex- 
periment to be made on foreign soil and under 
the control of a foreign government. 

Judge Reagan, of Texas, one of the most 
stubborn sticklers for a _ strict con- 
structiou of the constitution on 
most «questions, is enthusiastic in his 
support of the Eads project, and sees no im- 
propriety in involving the government in its 
support. It would, if successful, benefit Gal- 
veston more than any other American port, 
ee nearest to Tehuantepec, 
and Texas goes for it. The committee 
on commerce, by a majority of two, reported 
the bill favorably to the house, but it is doubt- 
fulif itisever taken up. The minority re- 
port isto be drawn by Judge Crisp, of Geor- 
gia, who was foremostin opposition to the 
billin the committee. Ifthe bill is consid- 
ered at all, the minority report will carry the 
house. The ship railway will have to go along 
with the Hennepin canal. 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL GARLAND 

was the biggest attraction yet offered in the 
interminable Pan-Electric investigation. 
The room was crowded, in anticipation 
of his appearance, and though his examination 
was long and tedious, it heard with profound 
attention. Mr. Ranney, who had rasped and 
prevohed almost every other witness by his 
infinuating questions, treated the atiorney- 
general with marked courtesy, to the disap- 
pointment of the spectators, who had looked 
forascene. Mr. Garland pr ted his usual 
careless appearance. His thick black hair was 
tumbled all over his head. His black 
broadcloth suit, well worn and somewhat in 
need of a brush, hung loosely on his big, well- 
knit frame. His general lack of grace and 
polish was largely atoned for by his large lus- 
trous, dark brown eyes and the white, patrician 
hand which seemed a misfit on his burly 
frame. His testimony, though deliv- 
ered in a matter of fact man- 
ner bordering on indifference, contained 
some sharp thrusts at some of the sinless ones 
who are crying “Stone him!” He said, inci- 
dentally, in following up his declaration, that 
he saw nothing wrong in taking the telephone 
stock while he was a senator, that he would 
never bave taken partin any legislation that 
could have affected its value, though, he 
continued, that could not have 
been wrong under the ethics of 
stockholders and oflicials in railroads and 
naticnal banks who are found in every con- 
gress on guard for those interests. But after 
all the appearance of the ceniral figure in this 
drama proved tame in comparison with the 
perforniance of deaf and fiery Mr. Van Ben- 
thnuysen, of New Orleans, who kept the com- 
mittee in a constant turmoil while he was on 
the stand and stamped his unpronounceable 
name onthe memory of all who heard him. 
Van Benthuysen is the unapproached star of 
the combination so far.

MRS. HANCOCK

THE SUPREME COURT. 


DECISIONS RENDERED TUESDAY, 
APRIL 2O. 1886, 
a i 
‘ion. James Jackson, Chief Justice; Hons. Samue 
Halland M. H. Blandford, J ustices— Reported 
for The Constitution by J. H. Lumpkin, 
Supreme Court Reporter. 


Vaughn vs. Miller & Bussey, and vice versi. 
Complaint, from City Court of Richmon1 
county. Husband and Wife. Debtor ani 
Creditor. Fraud. Charge of Court, Evi- 
dence. (Before Judge Eve.) 

Hall, J.—1. If a wife was the creditor of her 
busband, with no other interest in his business 
than a creditor under ordinary circumstances 
has in the property and business of his debtor, 
she had the right, like any other creditor. to 
receive from him collaterals taken in the 
course of his business, for the security of her 
debt, or to take in payment the debts he held 
against his customers. If, however, she, by 
concert aud arrangement with him, assisted 
him to procure goods from the plaintiffs for 
the purpose of paying the debt she held 
against him which she could not otherwise 
have collected or which she was doubtful about 
collecting, then she would have been guilty of 
such a fraud as would have made her liable for 
debt, whether the plaintiffs extended the credit 
to her or her husband. These issues were not 
clearly submitted to the jury, nor were the 
-everal distinct aspects of the case clearly sub- 
mitted. ‘ 

(a.) It being in issue whether a husband act- 
‘d as the agent of his wife, or whether she rat- 
ified his actions as such, it was crror to charge 
that, if the goods sued for were sold to her 
‘through her husband as. her agent, and the 
credit was given to her, a'thougi: her husband 
was not, in fact, her agent, yetif she used in 
her business the goods furnished under this 
contract, and the goods were seut by the 
plaintifis to persons to whom she made advan- 
ves, and she knew it, this was a ratification of 
her husband’s act, and the plaintitfs wou!d be 
entitled to recover against her. Sucha charge 
may bave had the effect of excluding from the 
consideration of the jury any other facts than 
those enumerated, when there were others 
which: might have controverted or at least ex- 
plained them, and which bore directly upon 
ihe disputed point. 

(b) The charge was also objectionable in 
ussuming that she was interested in the busi- 
uess conducted by her husband, aud that she, 
and not he, made advances to his customers; 
this being a question in controversy. 

2. It was error to charge to the effect that if 
the plaintiffs extended the credit to the wife, 
and afterwards tuok the notes of her agent as 
collateral security for the original indebtedness, 
it would be the duty of the plaintiffs to ac- 
count for these.notes and produce them at the 
‘rial, to show that they had not been negotiated 

vd were not outstanding against the husbaud: 

d that, after produc sng them, they could re- 
cuver against the wife on the original 
indebtedness. This charge was not suifli- 
qently guarded and specific, making the 
hiablity of the defendant depend upon 
the plaintiffs’ having given credit to her, hayv- 
ing taken the notes of her husband as colia- 
teral security and having delivered them up, 
and fixing her with ratification, though leav- 
ing out of view the necessity of any knowl- 
edge on ber part of the circumstances attend- 
ing the transaction in order to charge her with 
the hiability. It alsoseems to assume that the 
busband was her agent. 

3. The cross-bill of exceptions does not clear- 
ly show the objections to the testimony, the 
admission of which is complained of. 

(a.) The defendant had a right to show by 
her husband the amount of m6ney she advan- 
ced to him to carry on his business and to 
prove the conversations in relation to that ad- 
vance at the time {it was made. 

4. Tsking into consideration the date an! 
the circumstances under which the husbaud 
made an assignment for the benefit of his cred- 
itors,and especially the fact that the paper 
showed the amount of his indebtedness to the 
vlaintiffs on account of the transaction in con- 
troversy ‘between them and the defendant, it 
was not altogether irrelevant, nor was it man- 
ifestly res inter alios acta, as explained by the 
husband, who was a witness on the trial. 

5. The testimony of Mr. Lockhart seems es- 
sential to rebut and explain the payment of 
fifty dollars on the account in suit, which, it 
was alleged, was made by the defendant. and 
to that extent and for that purpose was com- 
petent. 

Judgment in main case reversed; cross-bill 
ofexceptions affirmed.

Hall, J.—A case was tried and resulted ina 
verdict for the plaintiff; a new trial was 
granted, on motion of the3defendant. On the 
rehearing at a subsequent term, the case hay- 
ing been set for tria], under the rules of the 
court, it was called, and the plaintiff announced 
ready. An attorney moved for a continuance 
on the grouud that the attorney for the de- 
fendant, who was also a witness, was ab;eat, 
and also because certain interrogatories had 
pot been returned. .The motion wasoverruled, 
and the court directed counsel to strike the 
jury. The attorney who made the mo- 
tion then asked the indulgence of 
the court for time to allow the 
‘gent ofthe defendant, who was present.in 
the court room during the entire proceeding, 
‘0 procure consel to conduct thecase. An 
hour wes asked. The court granted halfan 
hour. Attheend of thattime, the judge re- 
turned tothe bench, the court was called to 
order, and counsel who had been employed 
forthe defendant movedto dismiss the case, 
on the ground that the process attached to 
the declaration was not sufficient in law. This 
motion was overruled. The detendant then 
filed a petition to remove the case to the Cir- 
cuit Court of the United States on the ground 
that it was a foreign insurance company, and 
that, from prejudice and local influence, it would 
not be able to obtain justice in the state court, 
which gorund was error to by its agent: 

Held that the final trial of the case had be- 
gun, and the petition to remove the case came 
too late. 

(a.) A literal compliance with the terms and 
limitations imposed by the act of congress of 
March 2, 1867, for the removal of causes from 
the state to the federal courts on the ground of 
prejudice or local influence will be required. 
Dilion on Remoyal of Causes, pp. 23, 24, 25. 

Judgment reversed.

Allen, administrator, vs. Elder & Son, Equity, 
from Butts. Estates. Mortgage. Sealed 
Instruments. Equity. (Before Judge Ham- 
mond.) 

Hall, J.—1. A mistake which is relievable in 
equity is some unintentional act, omission or 
ersor arising from ignorance, surprise, imposi- 
tion or misplaced confidence, and such a mis- 
take may be either of law or: of fact. The 
power to correct mistakes is exercised with 
caution, and to justify it the evidence must be 
clear, unequivocal and decisive as to the mis- 
take. Therelief will be granted as between 
the original parties and their privies in law, in 
fact or estate, except bona fide purchases for 
value without notice. Code 473117, 3119, 3120. 

2. While mere ignorance of law on the 
part of the complaining party himself wherethe 
facts were all known and there was no misplaced 
confidence and no artifice, deception or fraud- 
ulent practice used by the other party to in- 
duce the mistake of law or to prevent its cor- 
rection‘ will; not furnish ground for equitable 
relief, yet if there bean honest mistake of 
law as to the effect of an instrument on the 
part of both contracting parties, especially 
where it operates asja gross injustice to one 
and gives an unconscionable advantage to the 
other, such a mistake may be relieved against 
inequity. Code, 73121, 3122. 

(a.) Wheres a bill alleged that a mortgage 
was made, which was defectively executed, in 
that no scroll was attached to the signature of 
the mortgagor, although it was stated on the 
face of the paper that it was 
sealed as well as signed and deliv- 
ered, and that it was the intention both of the 
mortgagor and mortgagee to make the iustru-

ment a good, valid and legal mortssge, and 
tbat they failed in so doing in conseiuence 0! 
4 mutuai mistake of the law upon th» subject; 
and prayed that the mortgage migut oe re-

The discharge in bankruptcy set up 
by oue of the defendants was matters of de- 
fense, and was not reached in the progress of 
the trial. 

(c,) Equity, having jurisdiction for one 
purpose, will retain it for the final settlement 
of all matters involved in the litigation be- 
tween the parties growing out of, and con- 
nected with the subject matter of thesuit. 71 
Ga., 363, 374.

Estoppel. (Before Judge Simmons. ) 

Hall, J.—The purpose of giving a bond with 
secuiity todissolve agarnishmentis to sub- 
stitute that for the plaintiff’s right under the 
garbishment, and the surety on sucha bond 
is estopped from denying that the garnishee 
had eflects belonging tothe defendants, or 
that he was indebted tothem in a sum equal 
to the amount that might be recovered agaiust 
them. Norcan such asurety set up by plea 
that he supposed, when he signed the bond, 
that he would be liable fer only so much mon- 
ey as the garnishee had in his hands, or as he 
might become possessed of, belonging to the 
detendants, such ignorance or mistake of law 
being neither induced nor participated in by 
the other party, and there being no fraud, de- 
ceplion, artifice or misplaced confidence influ- 
encing his action.

who bave so resided for six months prior to 
the application for license, such consent was 7 
pre-requisite to the obtaining of a license, and 
if'a license were granted without a compliance 
therewith or upon the consent of less than two 
thirds of such feeeholders, such license was a 
mere nullity, and a retailer who continued to 
seil thereunder did so at hisperil.

The Ex-Confederates in Line. 

The march of the ex-confederates in col- 
umn at the unveiling of the Hill statue will 
be an admirable feature of the day. 

With the ex-soldiers of the north thor- 
oughly organized around their civic camp 
fires, and in their Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, it is a matter of surprise that the ex- 
confederates are almost entirely without or- 
ganization. This country has nothing to 
fear, but much to gain from the coming to- 
gether of the old soldiers of either side. 
The frankness and comradeship brought in 
the reunion of soldiers is a fine antidote to 
the mean sectional venom of politicians. 

The soldiers that folluwed the stars and 
bars are rapidly dying out. Oneof Lee’s or 
Jobnson’s veterans is now a veteran in years 
as well as in service. Theranks are thin- 
ning out, comrades are dying every day. It 
is well for the survivors to come together in 
social meeting, shake hands once more, re- 
cal] the stirring memories of the days that 
tried men’s souls, and look into each others 
faces before the last roll is called and the 
final order to ‘‘stack arms’’ has been given. 

To see five thousand ex-confederate sol- 
diers in line on the Ist of May will be a 
great sight. It willstir the hearts of the 
people and it will make the pulse of every 
man in line beat quicker when he thinks 
that once more, even in the piping times of 
peace, he is keeping step and marching in 
ranks with five thousand men, every one of 


whom wore the gray and went into battle 


behind the southern cross. The suggestion 
of Captain Wright concerning the local or- 
ganization of ex-confederates is a good one. 
Let them organize in each community. Let 
them name their delegates, designate them 
with the proper badges and send them on to 
take part in the march that will at once 
honor the memory of a great Georgian and 
touch the heart of the old man who was the 
leader of the cause for which they fought. 


The Secret Sessions. 

Public’ sentiment is very clearly op- 
pored to a further continuance of secret ses- 
Sions. They were devised centuries ago to 
meet circumstances that do not exist in this 
country, and there is nothing to support 
them except the absurd custom itself. Mem- 
bers of the senate are the servants and mouth- 
pieces of the people, and the people certain- 
ly have no business to transact that needs 
be done in the dark. In a government by 
the people for the people a secret session in 
times of peace is the very height of absurd- 
ity. Are the people’s servants than 
the people themselves? Shall the servant 
deny or mistrust his master? The whole

route twenty-nine feet deep is obtained. 
This"involves an enormous cut at Culebra 
throvgh rock. From this cut alone 22,009,- 
CO cubic yards of earth and rock are to be 
removed. The contro! of the impetuous 
and eccentric Chagres river is another great 
engineering problem. This river often rises 
fifty feet above ordinary low water, and a 
great storage basin for flood water and 
derivative canals must be constructed to pre- 
vent damage therefrom to the ship canal. 
But Mr. Bigelow thinks wealth and science 
will, in time, overcome all the difficulties, 
and that the canal will be completed. 

As to the financial question and the time 
required, he ig in doubt. By the close of 
this year, the total expenditures will reach 
$120,000,000, and fully two-thirds of the 
work will remain to be done. A vast ad- 
ditional sum will be needed, and unless the 
money is forthcoming the work will be 
stopped. And evenif the money is forth- 
coming, more time will be needed than M. 
de Lesseps bas set for the completion of the 
work. Mr. Bigelow says in conclusion that, 
until sufficient money is secured, ‘‘it would 
be about as safe to predict the quarter in 
which the winds willbe setting at St. Pe- 
tersburg next Christmas day, as the time 
when the canal will be finished or the 
amount it will cost.’’ 

Mr. Bigelow evidently presents the case 
as he sees it; he believes the canal will be 
built, and he hopes all the embarrassments 
will disappear. In these respects he differs 
from many who have been sent from this 
country tothe scene of operations. They 
went in the interest of rival interests, while 
Mr. Bigelow songht the truth only. As no 
subscriptions are sought in this country, 
and as the people of this country have not 
invested adollar in the canal, there is no 
need to go beyond the truth in regard to 
the condition and outlook of the enterprise. 
Mr. Bigelow’s report is the fairest, clearest 
and most candid opinion that has originated 
in thiscountry. Insubstance, he says the 
enterprise is something gigantic and 
difficult, but itis going through, although 
itscost and the time of its completion are 
matters of doubt. 
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A Peachblow War. 

Now that the spring season is opening up 
in grand style, we regret to see that Editor 
Dana is becoming quite ‘‘tetehy.’’ Ordina- 
rily, a.tetchy man isa good man, but some- 
times he permits his tetchiness to run into 
crankiness. We do not say that this is so In 
Editor Dana’s case, but we do believe that 
his tetchinessis gettingto bea little too 
tetchy forcomfort. Laffun and the other 
boys around hiin say that he is just as good 
and just as nice as ever, and we are willing 
to be swayed, as it were, by their testimony ; 
but there are some sy cha that we cannot 
afiord to overlook. 

For instance, not many days ago, THE 
CONSTITUTION announced that the San had 
printed a valuable little pamphlet in regard 
to the peachblow vase about which so much 
fuss has been made. We gave this admira- 
ble pamphlet the benefit of an editorial ad- 
vertisement, stating that the pamphlet itself, 
cheap as itis, comparatively, is of more 
value than the peachblow vase itself. Some 
one must have sent Editor Danaa copy of 
THE CONSTITUTION with the advertisement 
marked, for in a recent issue of the Sun, he 
quotes the advertisement. and spitefully re- 
marks: ‘‘Don’t buy it, then.’’ 

‘We donot know whether this testy ad- 
vice alludes to the pamphlet or to the peach- 
blow vase; but, in either case, it is uncalled 
for. The pampblet is noton sale in this 
section, and we have no sort of desire to be- 
come possessors of the so-called peachblow 
vase. If we understand the matter, the 
Sun’s celebrated pamphlet, the merits of 
which we have endeavored to magnify, is a 
gaudy attempt to prove that the peachblow 
vase is really worth the $18,000 said to have 
been paid for it. Whether the pamphlet is 
from the pen of Editor Dana, or no, wecan- 
not say; but Amos Cummings, who is one 
of the editors ofthe Sun, has written a 
couple of ‘paragraphs in regard to the vase 
that are worth remembering. 

We take pleasure in calling Editor Dana’s 
attention to this matter, assuring him that 
a house divided against itself cannot stand. 
Mr. Cummings announces that correspon- 
dents and reporters give wropg impressions 
ofthe renowned peachblow vase. He says 
itis neither richin color nor exquisite in 
design, and that it isnot larger and not 
more beautiful than a common sarsaparilla 
bottle. This comparison, we fear, will be 
lost on Editor Dana, and we beg to amend 
by stating thatthe great vase, according to 
the Sun’s prophet, is almost as symmetrical 
as a Budweiser bottle. 

We vow that we have nothing to do with 
this fierce controversy between the Sun's 
editors, Editor Dana says the peachblow 
vase is well worth $18,000; Editor Amos 
Cummings declares that many an old molas- 
ses jug isas bright and as delicate. We 
do not know bow to reconcile these journal- 
istic doctors. We are willing to admit that 
Editor Dana knows as much about peach- 
blow vases as Editor Amos Cummings; 
while on the other hand, everybody under- 
stands that Editor Amos Cummings knows 
asmuch about peachbiow vases as [Editor 
Dana. 

Blaine Against Edmunds. 

It appears that the ‘‘discretion and digni- 
ty’’ of the republican senators in refusing to 
carry out the letter and spirit of the Ed- 
munds resolutions is due in a great measure 
to the influence of Brother Blaine—not that 
Brother Blaine loves the president more, but 
that he loves Lord Edmunds less. Lord Ed- 
munds was able to carry through his resolu- 
tions on the ground of party unity, bat he 
has been unable to coax or cajole his party 
brethren to stand up to them. The trouble 
with Vermont’s little tin lord is his ambition 
to be president. He cares nothing whatever 
about the papers for which his resolutions 
call. He knew they would not be forthcom- 
ing, but he hoped to get up a conflict between 
the one- horse body of which he is a member 
and the executive—a conflict out of which 
he could make capital for himself. 

The gttitude of Lord Edmunds in this mat- 
ter gave Brother Blaine an opportunity to 
use his little barlow knife, and he made 
haste to insert it between the short ribs of 
the Vermont lord. The latter had the satis- 
faction of seeing his resolutions adopted, but 
in-effect, they might as well have been ta- 
bled. The senators favorable to Brother 
Blaine refuse to make a fight on presidential 
nominations, and the situation is precisely 
“What it would have been if no resolutions 


1#84, and now that they have laid him out 
in Washingion, they propese to carry on a 
campaign against him in Vermront. 
end there has recently been a conference be- 
tween Brother Blaine and histrusted lieuten- 
ants. Willie Wallie Phelps, of New Jersey, 
and Steve Elkins have been to Augusta, the 
home of Brother Blaine, and the symptoms 
are thatthe Vermont lord is to have some 
serious troubles to contend against at home. 

It is said that the Blaine candidate for the 
senate in Vermont is to be J. Gregory Smith, 
the war governor of that state, and if this is 
trne, the narrow minded partisan, who is 
alluded to as astatesman by the provincia! 
editors of the north, will have his hands full 
of trouble. In addition to this, he has re- 
cently, im secret session (his favorite battle- 
field) made a malignant attack on the gol- 
dier element of the north, and this has been 
freely reported in the press. The Blaine 
crowd is avery loose jointed set, but they 
will deserve the thanks of the country if 
they succeed in retiring the small minded 
perteon who now represents Vermont in the 
senate.

THE LESSEES’ LIBERALITY: 


A Tennessee Penitentiary Warden Violates 
the Law. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 21.—[Special,] 
Warden F. S. Harris, of the state penitentiary, re- 
signed tonight. About two weeks ago Superinten- 
dent Cain reported to Governor Bate that Harris 
was violating the state law by accepting money 
from the lessees.} {The penitentiary inspectors in- 
vestigated the matter and found that the lessees 
had been paying Harris one hundred dollars a 
month since his appointment. Harris now 
has receipts showing that he has since the 
investigation commenced paid back to the lessees 
allthe money received fromthem. The law on 
this subject says, that any warden, assistant war- 
cen, keeper or guard, who shall receive from the 
Jessee or lessees any gift, present or reward, he or 
they shall be discharged at once and forfeit all 
their salaries or wages due for their service. 
Further investigation shows that not only Harris, 
but every warden since the lease system began, has 
received extra compensation from the lessees, at 
first in supplies and afterward in money. 

Dr. William Morrow, one of the lessees, states 
that the amount paid wardens since money had 
been substituted for the provisions formerly given, 
and all in violation of the law, are as follows: W. 
Matt} Brown, August, 1872, to December, 1874, 
$4,600; H. F, Cummins, February, 1875, to June 30, 
1879, $6.658; Lon Blizzard, April, 1879, to February, 
18S], $2,225; Thomas Waters. February, 1881, to 
March, I8s2, $2,889: F. 8. Harris, about four years, 
$2.000, making atotal of eighteen thousand four 
hundred thirty dollars and ninety cents. 


TURNER IN TATTERS. 


The Black Bishop Keproves the Breth- 
ren. 

RICHMOND, Va., April 21.—The feature of 
the proceedings of the colored Methodist confer- 
ence was @ report touching the labor question 
submitied by the committee on the staie of the 
country. Thisreport reviewed the present labor 
agitation and concluded by expressing the hope 
thatthe Lord would bring good out of evil and 
that the blessing of peace would soon have its sway 
over the country. 

In referring to this report Bishop Turner, who is 
presiding over the conference, expressed his regret 
that the ‘‘committee had not said something in 
regard to i¢ supreme court of .the 
United Siates abominable de- 
which disrobed his race of

That Mr. James A. Gray is Making Against 
Judge KR. H. Clark’s Court. 

Touching the points made in the Scott 
Sowers case against the authority of Judge Richard ; 
H. Clark to try felony cases while Judge Marshalf 
J. Glarke’s court is in session, Mr. James A. Gray 
said toa CONSTITUTION reporter yesterday: 

‘In 1878 what is known as the ‘Hillyer act’ was 
passed by the legislature of Georgia. That act au- 
thorized two or more judges of the superior court to 
preside in banc, or two or more judges to hoid 
court in different sections at the same time in Coun- 
ties haying therein a city of ten thousand inhabi- 
tants. Theact provided, further, that the powers 
conferred by it should be used by the judges dis- 
charging theduties in their sound legal discretion to 
facilitate and speed the trial of causes and 
clearing the dockets, but without working surprise, 
abridging any substantial right or working any 
hardship or injustice.’’ 

’ * How doesthe action of Judge Clark abridge 
any right or work any hardship?’ 

“I have never contended nor doI now contend 
that it does. Itisexpressly stated in the latter 
Clause of this act that it shall embrace in its pro- 
visions all causes pending or to be brought in such 
courts otherthan indictments for felonies. The 
act of 1884-85 creating the Stone Mountain circuit 
provides that the judge of that circuit, 
when the business of that circuit 
does bot require his attention, May aid 
in the disposition of the business of the Atlanta 
circuit. How? Under the Hillyer act, of course, 
because in its absence he could only preside in the 

Jace ofthe judge of the Atlanta circuit under the 
aw authorizing judges of the superior court to al- 
terpate. You see, the object of the legislature was 
not to confer upon the judge of the Stone Mountain 
any additioral powers beyond those possessed by 
any other judge, and it could not have done so but 
to require of him certain duties to be exercised un- 
der existing law. It follows necessarily that hecan 
do only what could be done by any other jadge of 
any other circuit in Georgia, and where any other 
judge cannot try felonies, he cannot. Lapprehend 
that noone willinsist that Judge Simmons or 
Judge Fain could come to Atlanta and try a man 
fer murder while Judge Marshall J. Clarke was 
rapidly disposing of civil business in the superio: 
court of Fulton county.”’ 

‘How are cases already tried to be affected?” _ 

“A judgment by a court having no jurisdiction 
of the subjeet matter, is a mere pullity,ard cannot 
be waived evenin Civil causes, much less so in 
criminal; andifthis istrue of a legal court how 
much more so is it of a pretended court having no 
legal existence whatever’? But what [ may Say 1s 
neither here nor there. There is much higher an- 
thority for what I say than my own assertion. The 
supreme court of Georgiain Ruch’'s case, reported 
in the 53 Ga,, reports, noldsthata trial before a 
court having no jurisdiction is no bar to an indict- 
ment in a court competent to try. Again, in 
Jobnson’s and Small’s cases in 65rd Ga.. the court 
uses this very expressive language: Did what 
transpired at the special term leave the prisoners 
subject to be tried for the same offense at a subse- 
quent term’? There can be no doubtthat this ques- 
tion ought to be answered in the aflirmativeif the 
decision of Judge Johnson asto his own incompe- 
tency to preside at the special term was, in itself. 
correct, or if its correctness is now to be assumed 
on the principle of estoppel or or of res adjiudiecata. 
lf there was no court competent totry the prison- 
ers they were not convicted, hor were they in jeop- 
ardy.’’

STONECUTTERS’ STRIKE, 


The Capitol Building Stonecutters Make An- 
other Kick. 

The stonecutters atthe state capitol building 
struck yesterday morning. 

The strike did not last more than half an 
hour, when matters were satisfactorily adjust- 
ed, and the men returned to work. 

The trouble originated by the contractors, 
Messrs. Miles & Horne, employing a Sstone- 
cutter from Indianapolis, who arrived in the 
city a few days ago. He claimed to be a 
union man, and held a card showing 
that his statement was trne. He was not, 
however, a journeyman stonecutter, but what 
is known asan “improver.” The man was 
given work by the foreman, and nothing was 
heard until yesterday morning when the strike 
tuok place. 

Meeting Mr. Horne at the Kimball, a repre- 
sentative of Tue CoNSTITUTION asked him 
about the strike. 

“Well!” he began, “it did not amount to 
much,” 

“This is the second strike by the Same men.” 

“Yes, and there was an understanding be- 
tween us that if any future trouble arose, the 
stonecutters should send a committee to wait 
on us, and if this had been done this morning 
there would have been no strike.”’ 

“What time did the strike ocenr?”’ 

“At eight o’lock. I knew nothing of it un- 
til the men camein and informed me that 
they would not work until the Indianapolis 
workman was removed. Of course, working 
union men, I asked for what cause they want- 
ed him disposed of. They said he was an im- 
prover and nota journcyman. This was not 
my fault that he was at work, for he 
claimed to be a union man. I gave him other 
work, and the men returned toduty. We 
want none but good men, and are willing to 
pay good prices, but at the same time we want 
the men to treat us right.” 

“You fear no more trouble at the present ?” 

“Wedo not. I think everything will work 
along smoothly.”

Ho 
was standing in the door of his carat the union 
passenger depot, a white card just to his left bear- 
ing the advice to which he referred. 

“Why,” he continued, “I have known the time 
just aflerthe war when expressmen onthe road 
Considered themselves unsafe unless they were 
armed with bowie knives and pistols, I hayean 
indistinct remembrance of one who wanted to 
get up a petition to the company to arm him with 
& small cannon, but his friends killed the project 
with ridieule. You see, just after the war there 
were a number of daring express robberies. Most 
ofthem occurred in the west, but thesouth was 
thenin an unsettled state, and the expressmen 
knew that the money and valuables daily trans- 
ported in their cars offered great temptations to 
lawless men. I never started out on a trip without 
thinking that it would perhapsbe my last. In 
fact, Idid havea desperate encounter one night. 
and have often wondered why the fright I suffered 
did not turn my hair gray.”’ 


“T was an expressman on the Mobile and Mon: 
gomery railroad. It was just aftera terrible rob- 
bery in the west, in which the expressman had 
been horribly murdered. I made the trip from 
Mobile to Montgomery at night. When the train 
started, I had in my car three coflins each contain- 
ing a corpse, and in a sack attached to.a hook the 
Carcass of ahog. Perhaps you don’t know what it 
is to be lonesome’? Well, if you don't just try rid- 
ing in an express car with threcdead men and a 
dead hog for company. The night of which I 
speak Lhad athrovigh run, and as I had no werk 
I spread a coat 
upon the floor of the car,and stretched myself upon 
it and was soon soundly slumbering. About mid.- 
night, I rolled iato an uncomfortable position, and 
began to. dream: You never conceived 
of such horrors as those that pre ented 
themselves tome. I dreamed that the car was 
full of robbers, and that they were shooting 
twenty bails into my body every minute. A sud- 
den joit of the car turned me over, and I awoke, 
The car was as dark as midnight. The lamp had 
gone out while I slept. I lay a few moments halt 
dazed, and then putout my right hand prepara- 
tory to getting up. I touched what I thought to 
be the smooth tiesh of a man’s face. Talk about 
fright, but I was so badly frightened that my 
heart actually worked its way by jumps, straight 
up to my mouth, and ] had to 
grind my teeth together to keep 
it from jumping out upon the 
fioor. I didn’t Know what to do, and I didn’t 
know what the man lying by my side was going to 
do. I was satisfied, of course, thatI had to deal 
with a desperate robber, and, as my pistol was ina 
desk out of my reach, I thought that my hours 
were numbered. But the man didn’t move, and 
after a while I got up and stole tothe door. I was 
atraid toopen it. Ithought that if I did I would 
certainly be shotin the back, I began to whistle, 
Then I took a match from my pocket an’? mentally 
discussed the advisability of lighting it. I toyed 
with it several moments, and then suddenly 
scraped it against the door. It blazed up quickly 
but nobody fired at me. I slowly turned my head 
and looked back over my left shoulder. Well, sir, 
I beheld a sight that made meso mad that I havn’t 
gotten over it yet, Down on the coatI had spread 
upon the floor lay the carcass of the hog, The mis- 
erable bunch of pork had fallen out of the sack, 
and had been my bed fellow nobody knows how 
long. That was the first and only encounter I ever 
had with expresss robbers.’’

Whiteside, of this city, whoin turn gave it tothe 
three sons of the writer, Arthur, Fletcher and 
Clarence, Now these boys desiring to contribute 
their mite to the cause of the monument ask leave 
ofyon to have the quili put upon the bed in 
which Mr. Davis will sleep, and afterwards to turn 
it over tothe monument committee with this.ad- 
ded notoriety, to makesuch disposition of as they 
may. deem best.

ViENWA, April 21.—The condition of affairs 
at Stry emong the people who lost their homes 
by the great fire is mest pitiful. .Most of the 
victims are without food or means and are ren 
dered desperate by the thought of starvation. 
Farmers in the yicinity have been visited by a 
mob of men who first demanded food and then 
if refused, stole it. Theowners of farms are 
now compelled to barricade their houses, for tt 
is the only way to guard them from being 
plundered of food by the mob, which, on ac- 
count of -hunger, is becoming uncontrolable.

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CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


A STRANGE RAILROAD MAN KILLED 
ON THE EAST TENNESSEE. 


4 
Some One Places a Crosstie on the East Tetitesses 
Track, Near Silver Creek, and a Freight Train 
is Thrown off— The Engineer is Seriously 
Hurt and the Fireman is Killed. 


Train wreckers threw an East Tennessee 
train from the track down an embankment 
ten feet high night before last. near Silver 
creek, six miles south of Rome. 

One man was instantly killed and anotLer 
so seriousg)y hurt that he will die. 

The train was section one of schedule No. 27, 

as moving south. It was under charge 
© nductor Bradley. The train was made 
up of thirteen carsandacab and was drawn 
by engine 132, with Engineer Jack Wright, of 
Atlanta, at the throttle. On the engine be- 
sides the engineer were Mike Wrinkle, the 
regular fireman, anda young man named 
Thomas Shehan, 

WHO WAS WORKING HIS WAY 
to Atlanta by passing wood from thetender to 
the fireman. The train reached Rome con- 
siderably bebind time and after waiting for 
instructions as to its point of meeting with the 
north bound passenger train started out. Five 
miles south of Rome the Rome and Carrollton 
railroad crosses the East Tennessee track, 
Both roads have a rule which requires trains 
approaching the crossihg to stop before reach- 
ing it. Thisis done of course to avoid collis- 
ions between the trains of the two roads. 
When Engineer Wright came to his usual point 
for stopping in obedience tothe rule he brought 
HIS TRAIN TO A STAND STILL. 
i be Rome and-Carrollton track was clear, and 
after pausing a second, Lugineer Wright start- 
ed his trainon. He gave the engine an abun- 
dance of steam, and in a few seconds the train 
was moving at the rate of eight miles an hour, 
and with every revolution of the wheels tke 
speed was increasing. The engineer was 
watching closely. and when his headlight be- 
gan toshow the fixst signs of the Carrollton 
parrow gauge, he noticed an obstruction on 
the track. He could not clearly define what 
it was. but he knew there was danger in it, 
and withamighty jerk he reversed his en- 
gine. This was but 
THE WORK OF A SECOND, 
but in that second his engine struck the ob- 
struction, and rearing up, plunged over the 
side of an embankment ten feét high, on 
which the track rests. The engine struck the 
obstruction with great force, and this, together 
with the warning cry of the engineer, notitied 
the two firemen of their danger, and they, 
together with the engineer, sprang off the 
falling engineinto the dark night. The en- 
gineer and his fireman, Wrinkle, made the 
leap successfully, but Shehan, the extra man, 
dropped between the engine and tender, and 
was crushed to death. 
SEARCHING FOR THE MEN. 

‘The sudden and violent stop was the first 
intimation that Conductor Bradley and his 
crew had of the accident, and in an instant 
a half dozen lanterns were moving up the track. 

When Conductor Bradley reached the engine 
he fonnd that it and the tender and one car 
had left the track and were lying on the side 
of the embankment. The night was dark and 
all that conld be seen about the wreck was 
that which fell under the rays of their lanterns, 
Conductor Bradley first turned his attention 
to his engineer and fireman. They could not 
been seen when he first reached the engine 
but in a short time 
THE FIREMEN WALKED AROUND THE ENGINE 
aud approached the conductor. The fireman 
had escaped without ascratch, and as he ap- 
proached the conductor he asked: 

“Where’s Wright? Is he hurt?” 

“J have not seen him,” said Conductor Brad- 
ley, “what was th—’ 

“Here Iam,’ meaned the engineer, inter- 
rupting Conductor Bradley’s inquiry. 

Every manturned inthe direction from 
which the voice came,and nearths foot of 
the embankment they sawthe engineer. As 
he spoke he was getting upon -his feet, but 
when he obtained his feet he was unable to 
stand an 

SOON SANK UPON THE GROUND 
again. Conductor Bradley was soon 
engineer’s side and quickly ascertained that 
he had been quite seriously hurt. He then 
had him moved back to the cab where he was 
made comfortable. While some of the men 
were carryingthe injured engineer back to 
thecab others were looking around for the 
strange fireman. For some time their search 
was a fruitless one but after some time one of 
the men found him wedged in between the 
engine and tender, His head and shoulders 
were protruding but his body and limbs were 
pinned between the two parte of the. ponder- 
ous locomotive. A glance only was necessary 
to show the men that 

THE STRANGE FIREMAN WAS DEAD, 
and to convince them that his body could not 
be removed until a wrecking crew could arrive. 

Immediately after ascertaining the extent of 
the accident Conductor Bradley sent a train 
hand ahead to flag down the approrching pas 
senger train. He then walked back to Rome 
where he reported the accident. Dr. J. B. 
S. Holmes of Rome, the road’s physician, was 
summoned and on an extra or special engine 
he and Conductor Bradley returned to tne 
wreck, They were soon followed by a crew of 
hands. Dr. Holmes was not long in ascertain- 
ing that-Engineer Wright 

WAS DANGEROUSLY HURT— 

too much soto allow his removal to Rome, A 
farmer living near the wreck offered a room 
in his house. and tothat the injured man was 
carried. Wheuthe crew reached the place it 
beganto clearthe track. The first thing, how- 
ever, was to remove the bodv of thedead man 
from between the engine and the tender. This 
was done, and whenthe body was taken out 
it presented asad sight. The head and face 
bad not been scratched, and presented a 
natural, life-like appearance. From the 
shoulders down, however, the body was mashed 
as flatas a waifer. Tie remains were takeu 
back to Rome. 

WHAT CAUSED THE ACCIDENT. 

When the track was cleared, a cross tie was 
found under the first car, and that was wht 
threw the engine off the track. The cross-tie 
helonged to the narrow gaugo road, and 
being smailer than other cross-ties, easily 
went under the cowecatcher.

From a card found in his pocket 
it is believed that he belongs in Eufaula, Ala, 
Had the train disobeyed orders aud not stop- 
ped at the crossing it would haye been under 
fullspeed when it hit the obstruction and 
every car would have been wrecked and more 
lives lost. 

The accident delayed the north-bound train 
about five hours.

The second session of the convention of the 

Baptist women of Georgia was heid yesterday 


+ morning in the lecture room of the First Bap- 


tist church. “Where Hast Thou Gleaned To- 
day?’ was the opening song, after whic the 
president read a lesson from Hebrews xi. Dr. 
Wilson led in prayer. A letter was read from 
Revt W. D. Powell, missionary in Saltillo, Mex- 
ico, in which he said he had just baptized six 
girls of Madero institute, making about eighty 
since June. Nearly all the girlsin the insti- 
tute are professed Christians. Miss Mary 
Tupper, of Richmond, Va., is a missionary and 
teacher in this institute. A very interesting 
letter was read from Mrs. A. S. Irvine, of Au- 
gusta, giving an account of the work of the 
ladies among the Chinese of that city. Begin- 
ning with one, they have out of a population of 
thirty Chinese, twenty-four on their Sunday 
school list. A lettter was also received and read 
from Mrs. F. M. Haygood of New Mexico, con- 
taining much information asto that field of 
missionary work. She stated that they needed 
song books very much, Several ladies offerred 
to donate books, and a committee was appoint- 
ed to attend to the work at once. Rey. W. S. 
Walker, a returned missionary from China, 
was present, and by request of the president 
came forward and spoke in an entertaining 
manner of the work among the Chinese by the 
and Southern Baptists, 

‘jJetter from Mrs. 8. J.M. Baker, of Savan- 
pah, gave valuable information of the work 
the missionary bands among the children in 
the churches of the city. Two of these bands 
in the church there contributed $160.80 du- 
ring ths past year. Interesting papers were 
read by Mrs. J. Norcross, Mrs. E. L. Vaughn 
and others. The ladies being entitled to rep- 
resentation onthe funds contributed to the 
home and foreign boards of the southern Bap- 
tist convention, the following gentlemen were 
elected delegates to that body which meets in 
Montgomery, Ala., May 7th: Revs. I. T. Tich- 
mor, ©. M. irwin, H. D, D.- Strat- 
ton. V.C. Noreross, J. M. Weaver, Hon. 
George Hillyer, Messrs. A. D. Adair, J. Nor- 
cross and Dr. Stainback Wilson. 

The corresponding secretary’s report shows 
very active work among the women of this de- 
nomination. Eighty-four missionary societies 
report $5,550.78, with several. others to hear 
from. Two hundred and three letters have 
been received, and two hundred and seventy- 
seven written. About 2,000 copies of religious 
papers and reports have been distributed. The 
society resolved to hold another convention 
next year, several members expressing them- 
selves in tender terms of the benefits derived 
from this meeti: ~.

THE MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION. 


Some Account of a Work Accomplished by 
the Ladies of Atlanta. 

Yesterday a CoNSTITUTION reporter met 
Captain John Milledge and asked for informa- 
tion concerning the work of the Ladies’ Me- 
morial association. 

“Sometime last year,” he said, “the associa- 
tion determined to make ‘an effort to have 
the soldiers’ cemetery mapped, so that the 
location of each grave and the 
name of the occupant might be properly 
marked. This determination was reached in 
view of the fact that the wooden headboards 
which, soon after the war, had been placed to 
mark the graves, were fast falling to pieces. 
The association determined also to have a cor- 
rect register of the dead soldiers prepared aad 
placed in the rooms of the Young Men’s libra- 
ry. Besides these things, the association’s plan 
included having the graves covered 
with sod of blue grass, interspersed with 
flowers and evergreens and the erection of a 
marble slab at each grave. But there were 
only a few dollars in the treasury, accumulated 
fiom dunes, ete., and the association therefore 
applied to the city council for authority to 
sell the vacant lots around the confederate 
monument, with a view of using the proceeds 
for the purpose _ I have mentioned. 
The council, however, deemed it best 
not to authorize a sale of the lots, but agreed 
instead to pay to the association $200 cach 
year for ten years, the muney to be used for 
keeping up the grounds.” 

“To what extent has the association carried 
cut its plans ?” 

“It employed Mr. Clayton, the present city 
engineer, to survey the grounds and 
prepare’ the maps at a cost of 
$200. In December last, the first two 
hundred dollars having been drawn from the 
city treasury, one hundred dollars were paid 
to Mr. Clayton on account. Today Mr. Clay- 
ton reported to Mrs. Milledge, president of 
the association, that the survey bad been com- 
pleted, and that in a short time the map would 
also be completed.”’ 

* What will be done when Mr. Clayton com- 
pletes his work ?” : 

“The next step to be taken will be to 
proceed with the planting 
blue grass sced, flowers 
evergreensin the gronnds. Whenthese things 
are done, the grounds will be a beautiful part 
of the cemetery.” 

“To the association, then, belongs the credit 
for the care of the graves?” 

“Yes, and deservedly so. The ladies com- 
posing it have been untiring in their work, 
and will continue so until their plans are fully 
consummated.”

CONFEDERATE SOLDIERS TO WEL- 
COME MR. DAVIS. 


An Interesting talk with Colonel W. A. Wright—The 
Plans for Giving Ex-President Davis a Royal 
Weleome—A Procession that Will Be 
I sing--Feat of the Day.

A CoNSTITUTION man had an interview 
yesterday with Colonel W.A. Wright, the 
newly elected president of the Confederate 
Survivors association of Fulton county. 

Colonel Wright said: 

“The movement to bring the old veterans 
together is taking like wild fire. The mecting 
last night was five times larger than any one 
expected, and a great many names have been 
added today. The association will bea very 


large one.” 

Touching the unveiling of the Hill statue, 
Colonel Wright said : 

“J have appointed Messrs. W. A. Hemphill 
S. M. Inman and George Hillyer a committee 
of three to arrange for securing a special car 
in which to goto Montgomery and receive Mr. 
Davis. Tne finest car possible will be secured, 
and the committee of twelve which is yet to 
be appointed will go down on the evening of 
the 29th on the same train with the com mittee 
from the Hill monument association, 
spend the night in Montgomery 
and return with Mr. Davis on the 
morning of the 30th, I am now arranging 
with Mr. Bain, chairman of the committee of 
arrangements, fora place in the column for 
the confederate survivors.”’ 

“How many do you think wlll be in line?” 

“At least five thousand. It must be arrang- 
ed so that the ex-confederates can file by Mr. 
Davis close enough to lift their hats and look 
into his face and say, God bless him! They 
don’t expect to shake his hand for he could 
not stand that, but they will be permitted to 
file close by him and to get a good look into 
his face. They will probably be put in the 
head of the column that escorts him to the 
statue. Asthey will be on foot it is likely 
that they will be assigned to the head.” 

“Will ex-confenderates from other towns 
march in the procession?” 

“Yes, but we want to keep it clear that no 
cone but actual ex-confederates will be allowed 
in the column. If there should bea general 
rush of the public into their ranks for the ad- 
vantages of sight seeing they would get from 
being there, it would destroy the distinctive 
character of the march. Our local assoriation 
will be provided with badges, and none but 
badged men will be marched with the ex-con- 
federates. It might be well for every town or 
community that will send a dele- 
gation to organize at once and provide badges 
for local ex-confederates who will come to 
Atlanta. Each community could appoint a 


‘ committee that would know whether or not the 


men coming had been soldiers or not, and those 
committees could put badges only on men who 
had served in the war. In this way the proces- 
sion of ex-confederates would keep its dis- 
tinctive character, and would be invested 
with vivid and pathetic interest. All delega- 
tions of ex-confederates who come from any 
community in the south, with badges, will be 
welcomed to places in our columns. It would 
be well, however, for all who intend to come 
to have their local meetings at once, organize, 
elect officers and send usa record of the fact, 
and information as to how many would 
probably attend, so that we could, in a 
measure, size up the procession before it 
is started.” : 


CONFEDERATE VETERANS. 


Arrangements Perfected for Memorial Day 
and Mr. Davis’s Visit. 


The executive committee of the Fulton 
County Confederate Veterans association met at 
the office of Comptroller General Wright at 8 o’clock 
last night.
